Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to the applicant's arguments of 
claims 13 and 14, the arguments are not persuasive because as the applciant recites, the claim requires the second edge to be 
"composed of straight lines" which C is labeled as. Straight sloping edge is connected to the second projecting edge through other edges 
of the seal. The applicant also argues that the first and second projecting edges are not projecting obliquely from the straight bottom 
edge, the applicant is directed to the third definition of oblique in Applicant's Attachment C "diverging from a given straight line or course". 
Clearly the first and second projecting edges as labeled in Examiner's Attachment A in Paper No. 20070416 shows the projecting edges 
"diverging from a given straight line or course".
